Mrs.  Spafford,  president  of  the 
Relief  Society  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
told  her  audience  that  the  “day 
of  the  women”  came  when  the  fe- 
male Relief  Society  was  organized 
on  March  17,  1842. 

“Since  that  time  women  have 
been  admitted  to  almost  every 
field  of  endeavor,”  she  said.

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Summer  in  Mexico  Tour 
Finds  59  Students  In 
Guadalajara  for  2 Days

GUADALAJARA,  JAL. — Under  the  direction  of  Prof. 
L.  S.  Shreeve,  tour  director  for  the  BYU  Summer  in  Mexico, 
59  students  arrived  at  the  Gran  Hotel  in  Guadalaj  ara  Wednes- 
day night.  They  will  spend  two  days  shopping  and  touring  in 
this,  the  second  largest  city  in  Mexico  and  known  as  the 
Roman  Catholic  capital  of  the  western  hemisphere,  before 
traveling  on  to  the  Capital. 

Traveling  by  bus,  the  students  have  passed  through  El 
Paso,  Ciudad  Juarez,  Chihuahua,  Torreon,  Durango  and  Ma- 
zatlan.  Activities  have  included  everything  from  bargaining 
in  the  local  markets  and  participating  in  the  Torreon  LDS 
Branch  Sacrament  Meeting  to  swimming  and  deep  sea  fishing 
in  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

Highlight  of  the  trip  so  far  has  been  the  giant  fiesta 
held  Tuesday  in  the  Hotel  Siesta  in  Mazatlan  which  featured 
three  separate  mariachi  groups,  a fillet  of  sole  dinner,  a pinata 
and  a drinking  contest  (pink  lemonade) . 

The  stars  of  the  fiesta  were  “Tio”  Sid  Shreeve,  tour 
director  who  distinguished  himself  as  the  featured  rhythm 
man  for  one  of  the  mariachi  bands  and  Manci  Kern,  a dance 
major  from  Albuquerque,  N.  M.,  who  proved  to  be  able  to 
dance  any  step  her  mariachi  partner  called  for  to  the  fastest 
of  Mexican  ranch  music. 

From  the  trip  to  the  big  Tlaquepaque  Market  in  Jalisco, 
students  came  back  loaded  with  everything  from  leather 
purses  and  jewelry  to  guitars.  Several  of  the  students  now 
claim  the  distinction  of  being  experienced  bargainers. 

Friday  the  group  will  travel  to  Morelia  where  they  will 
spend  the  afternoon  touring  and  shopping  before  they  travel 
on  to  Mexico  City  on  Saturday. 

Each  student  will  live  for  seven  weeks  with  a Mexican 
family.  Classes  are  scheduled  to  start  Monday  under  a com- 
bination of  BYU  professors  and  guest  faculty  from  Mexico 
City.

TROUBLED 

Dear  Editor: 

The  series  of  sketches  from 
South  Vietnam  by  PFC.  F.  Gary 
Jacobson  have  prompted  me  to 
write  this  letter. 

When  I hear  the  word,  “Viet- 
nam,” many  thoughts  run  through 
my  mind:  I think  of  the  U.S.  war 
effort  in  that  area;  of  the  sacrifice 
of  U.S.  and  South  Vietnamese  and 
Communist  guerilla  lives;  of  the 
expenditure  of  tremendous  sums  of 
U.S.  dollars  and  material;  of  the 
South  Vietnamese  government;  of 
the  economic-socio-  political  situa- 
tion existing  there;  of  the  South 
Vietnamese  peasant  and  the  Viet 
Cong  as  individuals;  of  Ho  Chi 
Minh,  Ky,  Johnson,  Morse,  Ful- 
bright,  Westmoreland;  of  causes 
and  effects  and  commitments  and 
reasons— and  a number  of  perplex- 
ing reactions  seem  to  overwhelm 
me:  nostalgic,  emotional,  aca- 
demic. 

Nostalgic,  because  of  a portion 
of  my  life  that  was  spent  with  the 
Indochinese  peasant:  eating  his 
simple  diet  with  him;  laboring  with 
him  in  his  paddy  under  the  burning 
tropical  sun;  trekking  barefoot 
with  him  through  the  jungle  kilo- 
meter after  kilometer;  treating  his 
wounds  and  mourning  his  dead; 
coaxing  a smile  from  his  malnour- 
ished child;  sharing  his  bed  of 
bamboo  slats;  fishing  and  hunting, 
arguing  and  persuading;  sharing 
his  anxieties  of  guerilla  terrorism, 
and  sharing  his  hope— and  on  and 
on.  . . . 

Emotional,  because  I’m  remind- 
ed of  contradictions  and  injustices. 
I remember  the  relationship  of  my 
peasant  to  “his  own  government” 
— a government  that  for  centuries 
has  been  controlled  in  one  form  or 
another  by  a small  group  of  elite 
families  which  jockey  endlessly 
among  themselves  to  gain  ascend- 
ancy; a government  which  spawns 
a bureaucracy  whose  aim  is  not 
to  serve  the  peasant,  but  the  elite 
and  itself;  a government  whose 
local  administrators  take  a heavy 
portion  of  the  fruit  of  the  peasant’s 


Librarians  To 
Be  In  Demand 

The  United  States  faces  a short- 
age of  20,000  librarains  by  1975, 
even  if  no  new  libraries  are  con- 
structed the  president  of  the  Spec- 
ial Libraries  Association  said  re- 
cently. 

“It  is  urgent  that  the  country  be- 
come aware”  of  this  serious  short- 
age, which  threatens  that  many 
libraries  would  be  open  for  shorter 
periods,  with  professional  services 
and  individualized  reference  atten- 
tion curtailed,  said  Dr.  Francis 
E.  McKenna. 

McKenna  said  that  in  1966  about 
65,000  professional  librarians  were 
employed  in  public,  school  and  col- 
lege libraries.  There  were  6.000 
more  in  specialized  libraries,  he 
said,  and  a total  of  about  5,300  pro- 
fessional positions  were  vacant. 
This  number  is  expected  to  in- 
crease to  20,000  by  1975,  he  said. 

He  urged  that  parents  and  high 
school  guidance  counselors  assist 
in  ;the  recruiting  of  future  librar- 
ians. “Library  education  must  be- 
come more  flexible,  more  rapidly,” 
he  said. 

Dr.  Kenna  suggested  augment- 
ing under-graduate  courses  to  in- 
clude preparation  in  such  fields  as 
comparative  linguistics,  phonetics, 
mathematical  logic,  communica- 
tions theory,  statistical  analysis, 
operations  research,  psychology  of 
learning,  motivation,  perception, 
and  other  fields.

POORLY  EQUIPPED 

I see  my  peasant,  equipped  with 
little  or  no  formal  schooling,  per- 
suaded (at  first)  or  coaxed  (later) 
by  Communist  cadre  to  accept  the 
party  line  that  the  Central  Govern- 
ment is  bad  and  must  be  replaced 
by  a glorious  new  regime  run  be 
none  other  than  the  peasant  him- 
self. Often,  it  is  quite  easy  for  my 
peasant  to  see  the  truth  in  the 
Communist  line;  unfortunately,  he 
has  not  been  trained  to  perceive 
its  untruths. 

So  he  is  convinced  to  follow  the 
Communist  program  of  revolution. 
Or,  if  the  Central  Government  re- 
aches the  peasant  before  the  Com- 
munists do,  he  is  forced  to  fight 
against  Communism  and  for  the 
government  which  has  been  and 
continues  to  exploit  him.  And  I’m 
reminded  of  the  American  GI  (Pfc. 
Jacobson,  perhaps?)  who  is  being 
asked  to  risk  his  life  to  oppose 
any  effort  my  peasant  may  exert 
to  throw  off  the  yoke  of  the  Central 
Government’s  oppression  and  ex- 
ploitation. 

Academic,  because  I try  to  re- 
concile my  experiences,  impres- 
sions and  knowledge  with  my  own 
government’s  involvement  in  Viet- 
nam; with  the  manner  in  which  my 
government  is  attempting  to  attain 
its  stated  aims.  And  I cannot  find 
a reconciliation. 

I look  at  other  sections  of  Asia, 
of  Africa  and  Latin  America,  and 
I see  essentially  the  basic  factors 
existing  in  various  governments  of 
those  areas  as  in  South  Vietnam. 
I must  conclude  that  there  will  be 
other  “Vietnams”  in  those  areas 
when  the  time  is  ripe.

Dr.  Bertram  Joseph... 

Precision  Vital  to  Director

When  I met  Dr.  Bertram  Joseph, 
I was  impressed  by  his  business- 
like manner,  something  I had 
somehow  not  expected  to  find  in 
a director  of  Shakesperean 
drama. 

While  he  talked  to  me  about 
“King  Lear,”  the  BYU  Drama 
Deptartment  production  he  is  di- 
recting, I had  the  feeling  I was 
listening  to  an  expert  watchmaker 
explain  the  workings  of  a fine 
watch. 

“If  I seem  to  be  precise  in  what 
Fm  doing,  it’s  because  I’m  mere- 
ly following  his  (Shakespeare’s) 
precision,”  he  commented.  “It’s 
there  in  the  play.  I’m  not  imposing 
it  on  the  play.” 

EDITED  SCRIPT 
' Nevertheless,  he  has  a thorough 
knowledge  of  “King  Lear”;  he 
edited  and  prefaced  the  script  be- 
ing used  in  this  production  of  the 
tragedy. 

I should  have  known  he  would 
be  authoritative  on  Shakespearean  [ 
drama  He  has  taught  acting  at: 
three  different  acting  schools  in1 
England,  including  the  Bristol  Old 
Vic.  He  has  also  been  a lecturer 
in  Renaissance  English  Literature 
at  the  University  of  Bristol  and 
has  written  several  books  on  act- 
ing. Dr.  Joseph  is  now  director 
of  the  Ph.D.  program  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Washington  in  Seattle. 

TEACHES  PRECISION 

The  first  time  I saw  him,  Dr. 
Joseph  was  coaching  two  of  Lear’s 
“daughters”  on  the  proper  voice 
inflections  to  use  in  speaking  their 
lines.  I commented  on  the  preci- 
sion involved  in  his  coaching,  and 
his  explanation  left  me  wondering; 
why  I had  never  learned  a greater  j 
appreciation  of  Shakespeare. 

“If  you  know  the  exact  sense  of| 
every  word,  and  if  you  know  why; 
as  the  character  you’re  speaking: 
the  words,  and  if  you  speak  the: 
words  to  accomplish  the  charac-, 
ter’s  objective,  you’ll  find  that  you ; 
give  each  syllable  the  emphasis! 
which  is  natural  to  your  voice  as  j 
a result  of  the  determination  to  ob- 
tain those  ends,”  he  explained. 

“Every  inflection  of  your  voice 
will  be  absolutely  natural,  but  all 
these  intonations  are  organized  in 
a pattern  which  arises  out  of 
Shakespeare’s  organization  of  the 
lines.” 

WANTS  RESOURCEFULNESS 

He  is  trying  to  teach  this  idea 
to  the  actors  in  the  BYU  produc- 
tion of  “King  Lear.”  I wondered 
verbally  if  he  dictated  moves  and 
actions  to  the  actors,  but  he  indi- 
cated that  he  would  rather  they 
learn  to  think  for  themselves. 

“I  think  it  is  better  to  give  them 
the  essentials  to  start  with  and 
wait  for  one  or  two  more  run-
